STEAMER WRECKED. 


DISASTER IN GULF OF SIAM. 


‘PASSENGER SHIP FOUNDERS IN GALE. 


——s 


A shipping disaster involving it is! 
feared a considerable loss of life 
and the total loss of a coasting 
steamer occurred near Kok Man, 3 
small island below Koh Samit, and in 
clase proximity to tke Loftus Saoal 
cn the East Coast of Siam. 

The lost ship, according to advices 

from Chantaboon dated August 27, is 
the “Francis Garnier” a coasting 
sreames, licensed to trade as a p3i 
senger vessel between Bangkok, ant 
ports on the East Coast of the Gulf of 
Siam as far as Koh Kong. The ill 
fated vessel was on her inward voyage 
to Bangkok. Messrs Malcolm Ber- 
anger and Co., are the agents, 

The Ministry of Marine despatched 
the “Phra Yom ” at once ta the scene 
of the disaster in the hope of picking | 
‘up any eurvivors, who may have 
succeeded in reaching the numerous 
small islands in the vicinity, no traces | 
of the unfotunate veisel or her com: | 
plement were founc. : 

The “Chutatutch” arrived at Bans 
kok on August 28, with 93 survivors : 
of the svreck on board. ai i

In an interview with 2 Bangkok ; 
Times representative, Captain Pater: 
sen, master of the “Chutatutch”’ said | 
here ceivedinformationthat a patty of 
survivors had got ashore on 2 small | 
island. He immediately proceeded ta} 
this island but found that they had 
lef¢ in a small boat and he eventually 
picked up eighteen at Koh Samit.and | 
a further 


five at Chantaboon. j nhac | 
ing the chief engineer and chief officer. ! 

The'Erancis Garnier” was officered | 
and manned by Siamese, and her 
chief engineer told Captain Patersen 
that he - advised the master 
of the ship to stay at Chantaboon 
owing to the heavy seas. This 
the captain refused to do, and the 
ship put out to sea. 

Apparently she w2s rot pre 
pared for heavy weather and 
many of the pot's and doors 
were not properly closed = with 
the result thar the engine room 
was soon fiooded and the ship took u 
list, To counteract this the Captain 
ordered the Chinese coolies below to; 
shift the cargo but in the meantime! 
the vessel slowly sank stern first. ! 
Eight out of ten of the crews got! 
safely away with the exception of the} 
Chinese coolies but oaly five of the 
twenty passengers were saved. Itis 
stated that the engineer, when asked 
why he did not atternpt to save any 
of the passengers and’ Chinese after 
his party bad landed simply ¢aid No. 

Tt ia reported that the vessel was 
loaded first with charcoal and then 
with heavy timber.

THE TEMPLE“ OF 
GOLDEN BELLS THAT WERE 
TAKEN FROM CRINA. 


According to the Deily Express of 
July I5, certain Chinese in London 
are demanding that the value of twa 
sacred golden bells looted from the 
Temple of Heaven in Peking during 
the Boxer r'sing shall be restored to 
the temple authorities They have 
traced the history of one of the bells 
Trom the night of its seizure in 1900 
tothe night when it was secretly 
melted down in India, six years later, 

The Imperial City of Peking was 
officially given over to looting after 
its capture, and f veral days 
officers and men of th® Allied troops 
(Carried ‘away all the valuables 
‘they. found in palaces and houses. 
, Two officers of Indian regiments, 
according to the Chinese investiga- 
tors, made for the Temple of Heaven 
jimmediately the: Outer City was 
entered, and searched it from roof 
to basement. : 

The priests had, however, removed 
the altar ornaments and the jewelled 
eyes of the gods, so that at first the 
‘officers found only bare walls of 

white marble and the exqubite blue 
tiles above the shrines. They then 
descended from the temple precincte 
to an underground room, the floor 
of which was covered by dirt and 


_ todd and ends of no value. 


i One of them prodded a pile of 
;rubbish with a bayonet and struck 


something metallic at. the bottom. 


, Ha discavered when the rubbish was 
cleared an enormous golden bell 
carved with dragors and sacred 
A second bell was 
similarly hidden in another corner. 

The officrrs set a guard at the 
temple entrance and returned daring 
the right with thirty sepoys. The 

_ troopers transported the golden bells, 
: which weighed severat hundred 
piunds, to their camp, where the 
two treasure hunters separated, each 
: with his own prize. 

One officer buried his gulden loot 
in the ground for secrecy. but next 
morning his colonel heard of the raid 
and confiscated the. bell for the re 
Rimental mess, Tt was taken to India 
when the Boxercampaign was over. 
- The bel] remained hidden far five 
years in the house of a bank man- 
ager, a friend of the officer who had 
Tooted it. The officer beljeved that 
ft would fetch at least £100,000 if 
sold intact in London or New 
York, bat he dared not try to sell 
for fear of discovery by the Chinese 
authorities, . 

The bank manager agreed to melt 
the gold, and himself performed this 
Operation jin his compound during 
four successive nights, A firm of 
goldsmiths in Delhi paid £25,000 for 
the metal. which was finally distri- 
buted by bazaar dealers in India and 
Burm.

It is plain that for some special and 
rare discomforts of society, unlikely 
to happen frequently, it is not advis- 
able to make a law, so that even on

CONSTABLE CHARGED. 


BRAZEN THEFT ALLEGED.

At 6.45, 
he stopped the complainant in Con- 
naught Road West and told him 
he was a constable. Defendant 
searched the complainant, stealing 
$60 in notes. Wher the complainant 
protested the defendant was alleged 
to have threatened to shoot him. 
The complainant who was accom- 
pinied by his son and. a foki next 
threatened to repori the matter at 
the police station. The defendant 
said he was not afraid and remaised 
standing where he was. The com- 
plainant duly reported the matter 3t 
the ‘Station, and a détective accom- 
panied him to Connaught Road West, 
where he pointed out tke defendant. 
| Whea the. detective approached the 
defendant, the latter ran up Westere- 
Street. During the chase the defen- 
dant was seen to drop his shses and 
some paper, but everyone was toa 
intent on the chase to pick them up. 
When the defendant was eventually 
arrested, the party returned to the 
spot, but the shoes and paper could 
not be found.

PILFERAGE LIABILITY. 


TMPORTANT LIVERPOOL JUDOMENT, | 


At tiveeadl County Court, his! 


Honour Judge Dewdall gave -judg- 
ment of some impartance to ship 


owners, inasmoch as It endorsed the | 


contentions of shipowners that they 
were right in contracting out of 
liability for loss through. pilferage by 


toserting in the bill of lading an 


exception to that effect. 


The action was one io which : 
Messrs. Oscar Gantes & Co., fruit; 


importers, of Liverpool, sought to 
recover from the Moss Steamship Co. 
sums of £52 9s. 9d. and £10 10s in: 
respect of shart deliveries of hacs cf 
fies by the steamers “Assiout’® and 
“Amasis” The goods were landed at; 
Liverpool in November last, and the: 


missing bags could not be traced . 


when the quays and sheds were 
cleared. 

The main defence was an excep | 
tions clause in the bill of lading to: 
the effect that the shipowners should 
not be responsible for losses due to” 
pilferage, as this was a risk which 
could be covered by insurance. In the: 
case of the “Assiout” evidence was 
given of pilferage having taken place, 
and his Honsur, found for the 
defendants on this ground, hoid- 
ing that the clause exempted the’ 
shipowners. In the case of the. 
“Amasis” he postponed judgment. 

Mr. J, H. Layton, instructed by Mr.’ 
F. H. Henri, was for the plaintifts ; | 
and Mr, R. E. Gething, instructed by 
Messrs. Charles Lightbound and Co., 
for the defendarts. 


THE JUDGMENT. 


Judge Dowdall reviewed the cir 
cumstance of the case, and said :— 

The shipowners rely on four | 
defences. First, it is said that there ! 


ex-ship. The method of. discharge 
was that which is usual in Liverpool. ; 
The ship arrived on the 8th cf Nov-: 
ember, 1920, and finished her cis 
charge on the 18th of November, no} 
tally being taken ex-ship. . Reirg a 
general ship, the ship’s managers, 
who have their own master porterawe 
department, appointed themselves 
master porters and took charge of 
the cargo on discharge, ex-ship, ‘on 
behalf of all concerned. 

From the 13th of November on- 
warda the plaintiffs called constantly 
and obtained delivery on ‘most cf 
their goots, but it was not until the 
quay and sheds were cleared on the 
8th of December that the master 
porters admitted short delivery of 
20 bags, and on the 7th of January, 
1921, the plaintfis claimed on the 
defendants for the shortage. Inas- 


“much ay goods lying some weeks on 


the quav and in the sheds may get 
mis-delivered or even be stolen it has 
been held that the tally ex quay is 
not conclusive evidence of the quant: 
ity delivered ex-ship, but unless it 


were taken a$ prima facie evidence 


it would uSually be impossible fer 
merchants to prove short delivery, 
and as there were no special circum: 
stances tn this case I hold that the 
20 bags were short deliverec ex: 
ship. 

The next defence ig that the bill 
of lacing exempts the ship from 
liabiticy for loss ¢apable of being 
covered by insurance, but Mr. An- 
derson testified in this case as other 
witnesses have done in similar cases 
that underwriters --do—- not --insure 
against mere disappearance of goods 
in transit, and as this evidence is not 
disnuted the ship would have to 
prove loss by some particular risk cr 
possibly some particular alternative 
risks, which has not been done, un- 
Jess i¢ be in the way set up in the 
third defence, which is as follows — 

“The bill of lading provides thata 
sworn statement by a person in the 
service of the shipowners or their 
agents that the goods were received 
or shipped and (or) another that they 
could not be found or stating their 
loss, shall be conclusive evidence that 
they have been stolen or piifered. a 

On the 27th of June, 1921,the chief 
officer of the “Amsais” made a sworn 
statement that 3,199 bags of figs were 
shipped at Smyrna and that all on 
board were delivered at Liverpool. He 
adds that 3,179 bags were. delivered 
to the plaintiffs. [t is obvious that 
this addition rests, so far as the chie! 
officer is concerned, on hearsay, and 
T should therefore reject it from his, 
statement, but as the fact bas been 
otherwise proved and is . admitted 
this makes no difference. 


It is open to contracting parties to 
agree that particular evidence shall 
raise a presumption of a particular 
fact, and however desirable it “may 
be, especially in -cases of pilferage, 
which strikes at commerce, that 
those who are responsible for. the 
custody of goods should be subject to 
cross-examination there, is nothing 
illegal in avoiding this necessity in a 
case such as this, and I am therefore 
bound to presume that: these bags: 
were lost by , pilferage, which is an

MESSAGERIES MARITIMES. 


REPORT FOR'1920.._ 


The report of the Messageries 
Maritimes for 192u says that during 
the year the company was able to 
utilise its ships freely. \ut under the 
reservations proceed \ from the 
system of licences wA \ only came 
to an end in January;” 921, and in 
virtue of which, for a «.}siderable 
portion of the year under review, the 
State reserved for itself a considerable 
amount of passenger ac. ommodation 
and cargo spece on the greater num- 
ber of the company’s vessels, Tne 
mail_services were carried op ‘under 
the provisional regime instituted by 
the agreement of August 2, 1919, and 
with the reduced number of ships 
which the losses of the war had left 
available. 

As regards the commercial lines, 
the report says, the council of 
administration devored itself ro the 
resumption and development.of the 
pre-war services, and to introducing. 
into the sajling programmes ‘of the 
ships serving thes: lines as much 
regularity as was compatible, with 
the circumstances. Thus, for exam- 
ple,.the company resumed its com- 
mercial sailings.from Antwerp to the 
Far East, increased the number of 
voyages to Indo-China, and placed a 
certain number of steamers ‘on the 
direct route London-Marseilles-Black 
Sea, whereas before the war this line 
was cut into two sections, onesfrom 
London to Marseilles; and the other 
from Marseilles to the Black Sea. 

Qn the other hand, the company 
created a cargo service from Antwerp 
to India which enabled them to sup 
press the. Colombo-Caleutta -branch 
line and to.employ the- steamer 
“Dupleix,” which carried on that ser- 
vice in another traffic for which it was 
more suitable. In order. to place the 
company in a position to carry,on 
the lines enumerated” above with the 
necessary, frequency, the purchase 
was made of four large ex-German

LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 


INTERNATIONAL COURT JUDGES ELECTED, 


” GENBYA, September 1“. 
Professor Huber (Switzerland) was elected to an international judge 
ship on the 5Sth.- Ballot. The result of the voting of the Council was 
identical with the Assembly’s balloting with the exception that the Council 
did not select Alvarez and Huber but appointed:-Baron Descamps (Belgium) 
and Mr. Nybolm (Denmark). Consequently the sitting of the Assembly 
was suspended to enable the result of the balloting to be referred to the 
Council. 
LATER. 
Professor John Moore (United States) was elected on the second ballot 
to a judgeship in the international court of justice. The third and fourth 
ballots for the eleventh and last judgeship produced negative results. The 
proceedings then adjourned. 
GENEVA, September 14. 
The council of the League elected Professor Huber (Switzerland) and 
M. Nyholm (Denmark), thus completing the election of eleven judges. 
LATER. 
After completing the election of eleven judges by adding Professor 
Huber and Mr. Nyholm, the Assembly elected four supplementary judges, 
namely Senhor Alvarez (Chile), M. Negulesco (Rumania) Mr. Wang (China) 
and M. Yovanovitch (Yugo-Slavia.) a 
Geneva, September 14, 
A‘conflict of views arose between the Assembly and the Council as to 


whether M. Alvarez or M. Descamps was elected, as the latter has obtained, 


an absolute majority of three successive ballots of the Council, Finally the 
Assembly decided that a joint committee of three members from the 
Assembly and three from the Council should mediate on the matter. 


CROWN COLONIES. 

No DEFINITE SCHEME FOR NEW FORM OF ADMINISTRATION, 

Loxpon, September 14. 
The Colonial Office is ignorart of anv definite scheme for a new form 
of administration of the Crown Colonies as outlined in the Times. It is 
pointed out that there are cbvions difficulties in devising ‘a homogeneous 
scheme for dividing the Empire into sections, apart from the material 
diversity of its component parts which is reflected in the wide differences 
of its administration. Suggestions have been made in the House of Com- 
mons and elsewhere for closer union of the East African colonies, also the 
West Indies, but have not yet reached the stage of definite decision. The 
Presence of certain colonial Governors in England is accidental and is 

merely due to the fact that they are on leave.

Kitchener—then a captain—was 
disappointed at not being chosen to 
take part iu the Gordon expedition. 

Mr. Villiers describes the way in 
which the news of Gordon's death 
came to the waiting force : 

I was awakened by a sentry whose 
Post_was near me. The sound of 
rowlocks came down the stream. 

* Halt who goes there?” shoured the 
sentry. “Friend,” camea voice from 
the boat. 7 

We feared the worst. When the 
sun arose on our camp so hushed 
was the little fort chat the reveille 
brought no wonted stir. Froro” mouth 
to mouth was whispered: “Khartoum 
has fallen.” 

Our advent on the Nile had but 
been the signal for the sack ot 
Khartoum and for Gordon’s doom. 

Mr. Villiers also tells of a Royal 
party at Mar Lodge, at which the 
Prince of Wales (afterwards King 
Edward) was present, and at which 
Lord Charles Beresford amused him- 
self by trying to trip the Prince and 
the Earl of Fife into an empty log
